St, Paul, Sept. 12— National banks 
n Minnesota must pay the personal 
profit tax on capital stock. 
Judge Carl Bechoefer so ruled to­ 
day in a decision of nationwide im­ 
port in which the state is attem pting 
to collect 1922 and 1921 taxes on 
the capital stock of the First Nation­ 
al Bank. 
Today’s decision is not expected 
to be final, as appeals undoubtedly 
will be taken, but if it Is sustained 
It will mean th at Ramsey county 
will collect approximately $500,000 
In taxeH now due and other counties 
in the state will collect huge sums, 
and millions in taxes on 
national 
banks will continue to pour into the 
state coffers. 
The action decided by Judge Bech- 
hoefer was for $321,450.80 plus In­ 
terest. 
This sum must be paid to 
the state pius the cost of the suit. 
Wliut the total amount of taxes in­ 
volved throughout the country would 
be has not been estimated, but condi­ 
tions the same as those in Minnesota 
prevail in many states. 
Many bunks refused to pay the tax 
at the same time that the First Na­ 
tional refused, and with the success­ 
ful conclusion of this action by the 
state they are expected to pay. 
Two other St. Paul banks, the Wa­

d o r e , of New Orleans, took all the 
wildness out. of Luis Angel Firpo in 
Jersey City last night and gave him 
a severe heating in twelve rounds. 
No decision is permitted by the 
boxing law of New Jersey, hut a de­ 
cision never was so unnecessary. Not 
even the partisan followers of the 
South American champion who were 
am ong the 80,000 in Tex R ick a rd ’s 
arena felt that Firpo could win after 
he had been dropped in the second 
round with a long right to the jaw. 
Wills completely frustrated the a t ­ 
tacks of the South American, spread- 
ingnhis big hands into the arms of 
Firpo as they s w u n g In at him and 
holding him powerless. 
Whenever the right of the South 
American did penetrate the perfect 
guard and get to his body, it had no 
more effect th an to produce a quiet 
New Orleans grin. 
There was no 
steam in the punches th a t had drop­ 
ped Jack Dempsey twice and knock­ 
ed him out of the ring once.
